President’s Message — 



As one of our Presidents once said, “It y s the vision thing ...” 


We have a vision 
for the Lyme Art 
Association. And one 
manifestation of this 
vision is the “invita- 
tional” exhibitions in 
the Goodman gallery. 
The Connecticut Plein 
Air showing in Janu- 
ary was the first of such events planned for 
this year. Coming up are the Connecticut 
Society of Portrait Artists in March; The 
Connecticut Pastel Society and the Society 
of Connecticut Sculptors in May; and the 
New England Watercolor Society in June. 

It is the plan of APEC to use the Goodman 
Gallery for these invitationals, while the 
other three galleries are reserved for LAA 
Member artist exhibitions. 


We see these invitationals as enhanc- 
ing what LAA means to our members. The 
benefits are: the outside groups have their 
own following, thus increasing attendance 
and overall sales in the gallery; the outside 
groups introduce a breath of fresh air to our 
exhibition schedule; many of the members 
of these groups end up becoming members 
of LAA, thus increasing our membership; 
and providing exhibition space to these 
groups that do not have their own galleries 
fulfills our requirement to provide a service 
to the community, thus validating our non- 
profit status. 

What does all this mean to our Members? 
Well, take the January show as a case in 
point. Attendance at the opening was virtu- 
ally a record breaker. Using the Goodman 


Gallery for the Plein Air paintings worked 
no hardship on our membership .... the 
front three galleries contained more LAA 
Associate Artist member work in their 
annual show this year than all four gal- 
leries had in their January show last year; 
and sales were more than double what they 
were last year in January (which is tradi- 
tionally a slow month for art sales); and a 
breakdown showed LAA Associate Artist 
member sales exceeded last year. The rest 
was made up by the sales of the Plein Air 
group (a significant number of the Plein Air 
painters were also already LAA members.) 
A win-win all around.

Platt Show Planned 

For Fall 2005 

Charles Adams Platt, the architect 
of the Lyme Art Association, will 
be honored in a special exhibition 
of Platt’s works in the Lyme Art 
Association’s Goodman and Cole 
Galleries from October 28 to 
December 3, 2005. 

Platt was a prominent architect of 
the early 20th century, noted for his 
design of major art institutions such 
as the Freer Gallery in Washington, 
and Lyman Allyn Museum in New 
London, as well as a noted painter, 
etcher, and landscape designer. 

The exhibition culminates a year- 
long capital campaign, The Charles 
A Platt Building Fund, which to date 
has raised in funds and pledges over 
$65,000 to continue restoration and 
Platt’s vision for the buildings and 
grounds of the Lyme Art Associa- 
tion galleries which were named to 
the National Register of Historic 
Places in 1986. 

Planned for this event are a lec- 
ture on Charles Platt, by Professor 
Keith Morgan of Boston University, 
plus displays that illustrate Platt’s 
work and many accomplishments 
including: 

• Landscape and American Museum 
Architecture 

• The Art Colony Movement in the 
early 20th Century 

• Architectural models and drawings 
depicting Platt’s plans for gardens 
and additions to the current LAA 
building 

With a goal of raising $250,000 by 
the end of year, your generous sup- 
port is welcomed and appreciated.

Foster Cadeli Honored 
For Historic Portrait

Foster Cadeli has achieved what few 
artists can claim. He is the only art- 
ist known to have painted a portrait of 
father and son U.S. Senators. Foster 
painted Senator Thomas Dodd 40 years 
ago and was called back into service 
earlier this year to paint a portrait of his 
son, Christopher Dodd. This portrait 
now hangs in the son’s office in Wash- 
ington. Foster and his wife Gail were 
invited to Washington, D.C. early this 
year and attended Dodd’s fifth swear- 
ing-in ceremony and a reception at the 
Capitol. In the new portrait, Dodd rests 
his hand on the comer of the chair his 
father was given when he left Congress. 
Eventually, both portraits will hang in 
the Dodd Center at UConn. 

“Art probably saved my life” 

Foster Cadeli has been an artist for 
most of his 83 years. In World War II he 
was assigned to doing poster and pro- 
paganda work. “Art probably saved my 
life,” says Foster. “Instead of fighting 
on the frontline, I sketched and painted 
my way through New Guinea, the Dutch 
East Indies, the Philippines and Japan.” 
After WWII, he continued his work as a 
nationally recognized and honored artist 
and illustrator. In March, he will receive 
the Lifetime Achievement Award from 
the Portrait Society of America.
